GENERAL MEETINGS. 


MEETINGS of the Association will be held at Bedford College, 
Regent’s Park, N.W. (nearest Underground stations Regent's 
Park or Baker St.) on Monday, July 5. 

At II a.m. a special meeting of the present Committee will 
be held to consider the revision of the Association’s rules. 
Members of the Committee are asked to make a special point 
of attending. 

At 2 p.m. there will be a short General Meeting to receive 
the nominations for election to the new Committee, and to 
elect a President for 1920-1. 

At 2.30 p.m. a meeting of the Old and Middle English Group 
will be addressed by Professor Allen Mawer of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne on ‘‘A Note upon -tmg- names in English Place-nomen- 
clature,’’ and by Dr R. E. Zachrisson of Stockholm on “ Inner 
Sound-Substitution with special reference to Place-names.”’ 
Professor W. A. Craigie will preside. 

Simultaneously a meeting of members interested in Modern 
Studies will be held. At the latter session papers will be read 
by Professor H. J. C. Grierson of Edinburgh and J. W. H. 
Atkins of Aberystwyth. 

Tea will be served at 4 p.m. and this will be followed by 
an informal discussion on the development of English studies 
within the Association. It is hoped also that many members 
interested in our projected Bibliography will be present. 

These meetings are of course open to all members of the 
Association, whether students or teachers of English or not. 
Non-members interested in English studies are also cordially 
invited. 

It is important that all who expect to be present 
at tea should notify the Hon. Secretary by postcard 
as soon as possible. 3 


M. H. R. A. ; I 
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On page 15 of this number will be found the first financial state- 
ment of the Association. To the ordinary reader it will come as 
a disappointment. In spite of the generous donations of a few 
original members, and the comparatively large number of sub- 
scriptions received during the first financial year, we have only 
been able to meet our initial expenses by drawing upon our 
Capital Fund so heavily as nearly to extinguish it altogether. To 
those of us who watched the Association’s beginnings, half 
fearing that it might be unable in war-time to gain a foothold at 
all, the figures are more reassuring. Yet the perverse fate which 
brought the M.H.R.A. to birth on the very day on which 
postage was raised by 50 per cent. throughout the British Isles 
is dogging our footsteps still. The new increase, which came into 
force on our second birthday (June Ist, 1920) will make even 
heavier that item of postage which is by far the largest single bill 


we have to pay. + * 


There is no danger now that the Association will fail to pay its 
way and be forced to dissolve. But at present we are checked at 
every point where we wish to advance by our inability to raise 
a Capital Fund. We are waiting to publish meritorious work sub- 
mitted to us by our members; to set on foot a comprehensive 
bibliographical publication, or to make a worthy contribution to 
a joint effort on our own behalf and that of other bodies; to found 
bursaries and to give small grants to members who wish to 
pursue research abroad; to extend the facilities we already offer; 
to give proper financial aid to our Branches and Groups instead 
of relying (as we largely do at present) upon the generosity of 
their organisers; to enlarge the Bulletin, the most imperative of 
our present needs, as any reader can see from the omissions and 
the small type in the last three issues. Finally, it will be noticed 
that the balance sheet contains no item for secretarial help. The 
whole of the routine work of an Association of six hundred members 
has been undertaken for two years by the Secretary and one or 
two voluntary assistants, so that the funds of the Association 
may not suffer. This state of affairs cannot continue, and the 
Hon. Secretary’s recent resignation, for reasons of health, which 
he temporarily withdrew at the desire of the Committee in the 
winter, can only be met by the delegation of the office work toa 


paid assistant. + * 


For all these reasons we ask our readers to turn to page 16 and 
act upon the appeal printed there in Clarendon type. More even 
than financial help we need energetic and capable organisers. 
But many who for various reasons cannot help us in this matter 
have only been prevented from contributing to the Capital Fund 
by ignorance of our special needs. We would remind our readers 
that contributions may be earmarked for any specific purpose, 
and add that, from this time forward, every contribution to the

One of our American correspondents sends some interesting details 
of the proceedings at the thirty-sixth General Meeting of the 
Modern Language Association of America recently held at the 
Ohio State University from March 29 to 31. Some 200 members 
were present and the programme originally announced for De- 
cember 1919, when the meeting had to be postponed, was carried 
through with only slight changes. Considerable interest was 
manifested in the bibliographical projects of the Modern Humani- 
ties Research Association, and it was found in discussion that 
several similar projects on a smaller scale were already under 
way in the United States. The hope was expressed that all organi- 
sations included in the Academic Union (which has recently been 
in conference at Brussels) might by their united efforts issue a 
publication of great importance to all scholars.

At the same meeting the resignation of Professor W. G. Howard 
as Secretary-Treasurer, an office which he has held for many 
years, was received with great regret. Our own Association owes 
him a very great debt, not only for the vigorous initiative which 
he took in the negotiations which led to the federation of the two 
bodies, but for the efficiency of his subsequent work as /satson 
officer between them and the readiness with which he accepted 
the additional burden. We shall hope for the continued success 
of both Associations under the Secretaryship of Professor Carleton 
Brown, who for the last nine months has been in London, and is 
in frequent attendance at meetings of our General Committee 
as the official representative upon it of his Association.

BRANCH NOTES 


ABERYSTWYTH 


A well-attended meeting was held at the University College of 
Wales, Aberystwyth, on Friday, April 30th. Professor J. L. 
André Barbier took the chair. The Hon. Secretary spoke of the 
Association’s aims and progress, and a discussion followed, to 
which Principal J. H. Davies, Professor J. W. H. Atkins, Dr L. F. 
Maingard and others contributed. The principal topics were the 
formation of a Group for Celtic Studies and the creation of a 
Local Branch of the Association or of a Welsh Branch with its 
centre at Aberystwyth. After an interesting debate it was decided 
to constitute a Branch for Aberystwyth, and to consider later 
the advisability of extending its scope. Dr Maingard (University 
College, Aberystwyth) was elected Branch Secretary. 


LEEDS 


On Friday, March 12th, an inaugural meeting was held at the 
University of Leeds and addressed by the Hon. Secretary. Pro- 
fessor Paul Barbier presided. This was the best attended pro- 
vincial meeting which has yet been held, between sixty and seventy 
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being present, and the thanks of the Association are due to Dr 
Doris Gunnell, who gave much time and trouble to its organisa- 
tion, and has consented to act as Secretary of the Branch to 
which Leeds (having now over twenty members) is entitled. 
Members in this area are asked to write to Dr Gunnell at the 
University if they do not receive Branch notices. 


OXFORD 
(Branch Secretary: Miss M. GREY SKIPWoRTH, Lady Margaret Hall.) 


Several new members have joined the Oxford Branch, and in 
spite of the abnormal amount of University work to be done and 
the alarming increase in the number of societies and meetings, 
it fully maintains its vitality. A joint meeting with the Modern 
Language Association was held on May 19th, at which Professor 
Fiedler read a paper entitled ‘A contemporary of Shakespeare on 
the pronunciation of English and Latin.” 


CAMBRIDGE 
(Branch Secretary: Miss A. C. PauEs, Ph.D., Newnham College.) 


Since the issue of the last Bulletin two interesting meetings 
have been held by the Cambridge Branch. On March 13th Mr 
C. O. Blagden, of the London School of Oriental Studies, our 
greatest authority on Malay languages, read a paper on Some 
Aspects of Ortental Study. On another page is quoted some of his 
valuable “unsolicited advice’’ to possible workers in this vast 
and entrancing field of study. 

On May 26th the subject was Shakespeare in Czecho-Slovakia, a 
chapter of the still unwritten history of the intellectual relations 
between England and this new republic. Dr Mathesius, Professor 
of English at the recently reconstructed Czech University of 
Prague reminded his audience of the old links of intercourse 
between this country and Bohemia and then passed on to show 
the dominant position which Shakespeare occupies in the in- 
tellectual life of his country. A high-water mark was reached in 
the Jubilee year 1916 when in the midst of war the Prague 
national theatre produced fifteen Shakespeare plays in as many 
days. 

A full account of the lecture has been published in the Cambridge 
Review for June 4, 1920.

Dans un exposé fort applaudi, M. Allison Peers a marqué le 
caractére de la réunion: 11 la considére comme capitale, s’il est 
vrai que la Société ne doit pas se borner aux pays de langue 
anglaise, et qu'elle veut avoir pour centre intellectuel Paris aussi 
bien que Londres. I] a rappelé le but de la Modern Humanities 
Research Association, et il a retracé son histoire: née il y a vingt- 
deux mois seulement, a l'Université de Cambridge, elle compte 
aujourd'hui §20 adhérents, recrutés parmi les travailleurs offrant 
de stires garanties. Son activité s’exerce suivant deux divisions: 
l’une géographique (membres séjournant dans un méme pays, et 
se réunissant a ce titre); l'autre par matiéres (membres s’occupant 
de sujets analogues). On arrivera a constituer, la société pro- 
gressant comme on est en droit de l’espérer, un groupe pour 
chaque langue et pour chaque littérature; 4 la téte des groupes, 
des spécialistes, qui joueront le role de conseillers techniques.

(1) Publication des sujets de travaux en cours. Tout le monde 
est d’accord pour constater qu'il s’agit la d’un des devoirs les 
plus opportuns et les plus urgents qui incombent a la Société.

FACILITIES FOR RESEARCH 


[Concise communications dealing with facilities for research in 
any centre are welcomed: they should, of course, be carefully checked 
and brought up to date before being sent. Previous communications, 
published in April, have dealt with Ziirich and Prague.—ED.] 


London: British Museum. Members frequently write to know 
the hours and conditions of entrance to the British Museum 
Reading Room. We therefore extract the following details from 
the current regulations: 


(1) The Reading Room is open on every weekday from g a.m. to 
6 p.m. except on Good Friday, Christmas Day and the first four week- 
days of March and September. (2) In making written application for 
admission to the Director, all persons must specify their address, 
profession and particular reason for desiring admission. (3) A written 
recommendation from a householder, given on personal knowledge 
of the applicant, must accompany applications. [Recommendations 
from hotel- or lodging-house-keepers are not accepted. Applicants 
from abroad frequently obtain a letter from their diplomatic repre- 
sentative or consul.] 

Many books may be taken down by readers from the shelves in 
the room. Others may be obtained by ticket without limit of number. 
No book may be taken out of the Reading Room. 


Strasbourg. The following note is sent by M. Koszul, corre- 
spondent of the Association at Strasbourg, together with a full 
programme of the Institut d’Etudes francaises modernes: 


Ressources génévales. La Bibliothéque Universitaire et Régionale, 
avec un million de volumes, est l’une des toutes premiéres de France. 
La section d’économie politique, les sections de philologie romane et 
de philologie germanique sont particuliérement riches. La biblio- 
théque est ouverte toute l’année. 

L’ Université a un corps de professeurs sensiblement plus con- 
sidérable qu’aucun autre en province: 39 a la seule Faculté des Lettres. 

Le Musée d’archéologie classique est l’un des plus riches qui soient. 
Le Musée d’Antiquités rhénanes est 4 peu prés unique en son genre. 

Ressources particuliéres pour les étudiants d’humanités modernes. 
Les instituts existants, dotés de salles de travail et de bibliothéques 
spéciales, sont accrus. Celui de langues et littératures romanes va 
occuper une superficie double de l’ancienne, cing professeurs sont 
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chargés de l’enseignement de la langue et de la littérature francaises. 
Pour la langue et la littérature allemandes, quatre professeurs et 
un lecteur; 11 y a de plus en ville un centre d’études ot: la presse 
allemande est quotidiennemegt analysce. 

Enfin des instituts complétement nouveaux de littératures com- 
parées, de langue et littérature slaves, ont été fondés. 

Il y a des cours de vacances, un institut d’études frangaises 
modernes, un comité de réception spécialement organisés pour 
étudiants étrangers; un club anglais, etc. Pour tous renseignements, 
écrire a M. le Secrétaire du Comité de réception, a l'Université.

OLD AND MIDDLE ENGLISH 
[Organiser: Miss A. C. PAvEs, Ph.D., Newnham College, Cambridge. 


We much regret that Mr C. L. Wrenn of Durham has had to re- 
linquish his work as organiser of the Anglo-Saxon Group in conse- 
quence of his recent appointment to a professorship of English at 
Madras. Until another equally able and interested organiser can be 
found the business of the Group has been entrusted to the organiser 
of the Middle English Group, to whom all correspondence should be 
addressed. 

This Group is supplying the bibliographical information connected 
with “English Language”?

ORIENTAL STUDIES 


[We give below some extracts from a stimulating and suggestive 
paper read to our Cambridge Branch by Mr C. O. Blagden of the 
London School of Oriental Studies. ] 


Are you interested in the study of language for its own sake, as an 
end in itself? If so you have an enormously wide range of choice. 
You may pick out any Eastern vernacular of which textbooks, and 
(if possible) teachers are available: you are sure to find much material 
for a purely linguistic course of study. There are scores of languages 
in which you may hope in time to do absolutely original work, either 
in phonetics, grammar, semantics, or some other line of research. 
You may restrict yourself to one phase of one language. Or, you may 
proceed historically, tracing a language through the several stages 
of its evolution. Or you may compare a whole group of cognate 
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languages. There is plenty of scope in all these lines of study. With 
the help of epigraphic evidence, it is now possible to trace some of the 
Indian vernaculars through many centuries.... 

On the other hand, you may wish to treat language, not as an end 
in itself, but merely as a means. Well, then, to what end? If you 
want to learn it as a medium of personal intercourse, you will be 
guided in your choice by the part of Asia that you propose to visit. 
You can confine your attention, if you like, entirely to the colloquial; 
and, for a time, at any rate, it will be wise to do so. For in the East, 
even more than in Europe, there is generally a great difference be- 
tween the language of conversation and the language of literature. 

If, however, you wish to treat language as a key to literary trea- 
sures, you again have a very wide range of choice....The ancient 
literatures in the classical languages of the East are far from being 
worked out. You may hope to publish first editions of texts in 
almost any one of them, and you will find endless material for 
translation. The modern literatures also offer a wide scope. For 
example, we have in London some hundreds of Malay manuscripts, 
which have been stacked there, most of them, for upwards of a 
century. There is also a good collection here at Cambridge. Very 
few of these works have been edited. Most of them have never even 
been properly examined. Yet a year’s hard study of the language 
would qualify any intelligent beginner to deal with them....And I 
have no doubt that what is true of Malay applies more or less to 
many other modern languages of the East. 

The material is there. The harvest is waiting for the reapers.... 

You may ask, and I admit at once that the question is a very 
pertinent one, is what I have suggested to you worth the trouble? 
What is the value of the literatures I have referred to? I should 
answer, in the first place, that their purely literary value varies very 
much; and that so far as their contents is concerned, you can hardly 
tell until you make actual trial, what you may find there. It may be 
some historical fact, giving a clue to a long forgotten and otherwise 
unrecorded past; it may be an exquisite piece of poetry, that has 
hitherto lain hidden and unknown; or a curious bit of folklore, as 
old as a neolithic arrow-head, that suddenly turns up in a quite 
unexpected quarter; or it may be matter that strikes you as trivial, 
puerile, and tedious. But, whatever it is, it is sure to tell vou some- 
thing about the people for whom it was written and to whom it 
made its first appeal. Even if you cannot rank it high merely as 
literature, it may have some value in this respect, that it gives you 
a clue to the mentality of another race.... 

Let me add that we scholars extend our sympathies above and 
beyond all differences of race and creed. It is part of our business, 
while recognizing the reality of such differences, to endeavour to 
interpret one race to another. As scholars we all meet on common 
ground and on an equal footing; and we have no use for prejudices 
of race and creed.

Neophilologus (July 1918 to Oct. 1919). We have received a set 
of recent numbers of this review of modern studies, which is published 
quarterly at the Hague and edited by a committee of Dutch scholars. 
(Secretary: K. R. Gallas, Palestrinastraat 7, Amsterdam.) The 
articles in the numbers before us deal with both language and 
literature; they are for the most part written in English, French or 
Dutch, and of the most varied interest. A large proportion of space 
in the journal is devoted to reviews of books and periodicals. 

Publications of the Modern Language Association of America, 
March 1920. The number contains as its principal article a literary 
and philosophical study on Coleridge by one of our members, Pro- 
fessor S. F. Gingerich. Among other contributions are: Rising and 
Falling Rhythms in English Verse; War Journalism three hundred 
years ago; the Editions of Milton’s History of Britain; the Elizabethan 
Dramatic Companies. 

Etudes titaliennes (publieés par l'Union intellectuelle franco- 
italienne; abonnement (France et Italie) 16 fr.; Union postale, 
20 fr.). This literary review, now in its second volume, is a con- 
tinuation of the Bulletin italien published by the University of 
Bordeaux from 1go01 to 1918. Its editors, MM. Bouvy, Hauvette 
and Jordan, are assisted by a distinguished staff of contributors, 
and such articles as M. Hauvette’s Jo dico seguitando... and Mile 
Bertrand’s Le pessimisme de Leopardt, no less than the more general 
contributions on the civilisation of Italy, will interest many more 
readers than those who are members of our Italian group. 

Modern Philology (April 1920) contains a detailed review of 
M. Lanson’s Presidential Address, from the pen of Professor T. P. 
Cross. 


BOOKS RECEIVED 


Papers on the Rumanian People and Literature, by M. Beza (McBride, 
Nast and Co., 2/6 net). A collection of six papers, three of which 
were originally delivered as lectures at King’s College, London. 
The earliest of the papers deal with the Rumanian church and people, 
the last two are admirable literary studies of Rumanian Folk Poetry 
and English Influence on Rumanian Literature. Dr Gaster, in a 
short preface, describes the author as one of the foremost repre- 
sentatives of a new school of scholars and thinkers which is gradually 
arising in his country. 

Hamlet: an historical and comparative study, by E. E. Stoll, Ph.D. 
(published by the University of Minnesota, $1.00). A monograph in 
a series of Research Publications of the University of Minnesota. 
Like the author’s study of Othello in the same series it is marked by 
originality of thought, and makes no attempt to reproduce the 
arguments and conclusions of previous writers.
